out over and above the amount re 
quired to supply home use. 
Accord­ 
ing to a prom inent farm er, more per­ 
sons are out of corn and waiting for 
the present crop than in any previous 
vear. 
This county will 
not 
make 
enough corn to feed Itself for seven 
years as did the Children of Israel 
hut it should not want for grain be­ 
fore harvest time of 1918. 
Cotton has spurted up wonderfully 
during the hot, damp weather of th 
last two weeks. So far the ball weev­ 
il has done no material damage and 
no parching drouth haa wilted the 


leaves. 
Every indication points to a 
price of a t least 20 cents, so wrhy 
mid not the farmer smile a smite 
of contentm ent? 
One has only to pass casually along 
a country road to mm acre 
acre of molasses cane, some of which 
will soon be ready

Very few farm ers will pay $1 a gal­ 
lon for syrup another year if preempt 
prospects hold good.

A m ericans have so little real know l­ 
edge of the Inside politics of the G er­ 
m an em pire that they are at a loss 
as to how to construe the recent cab­ 
inet changes. 
The inform ation that 
seeps out through the censored official 
channels is more than likoly to be 
garbled and m isleading. 
If press dispatches are reliable, the 
new foreign m inister, 
Dr. 
R ichard 
Von K uehlm ann, Is opposed to ru th ­ 
less subm arine w arfare. 
He is the 
successor to the infam ous H err Scira- 
m erm ann. who attem pted to line Mex­ 
ico up against the United States long 
before th i* nation entered the w ar 
ag ain st autocracy. 
It is certain th a t 
hia ideals can be no lower than those 
of the man who was ousted. 
It is not 
certain, how ever, that the 
personal 
view s of the foreign secrem ey wlH 
have any bearing on the continuation 
of the policy of frightfulness, 
it is 
m ore th an likely that his appointm ent 
w as m erely a sop to those G erm ans 
who oppose the m urder of innocents 
at sea m erely because it is expedient 
to be rid of ships carrying rood car­ 
goes. 
T he liberal G erm an press is rep o rt­ 
ed as being dissatisfied with the cab­ 
inet changes. 
They charge th at the 
K aiser has m erely tightened his g rip 
upon the nation .and has replaced un­ 
ru ly m em bers w ith those m ore easily 
controlled. 
This is probably the cor­ 
rect explanation of th e shift of faces. 
F rom th e A m erican standpoint, the 
cabinet changes indicate a certain un­ 
rest and dissatisfaction in the F a th e r­ 
land th a t is inspiring. 
It is begin­ 
ning to appear th a t Von H indenburg 
and Bill H ohenzollern are having so 
m ic h tro u b le at hom e th a t they find 
it [ m z & m ff to tack before the winds 
of public sentim ent. 
T his is cheer-

At no tim e since the U nited S tate s, 
entered the war hove the American 
people been so apprehensive as they 
are today. 
Even the. m om entous dec­ 
laration, so Incongruous with the a t­ 
titude m aintained by the governm ent j 
fdr two years and a half, so contra- j 
dictory of persistent assurances, did 
not create so w idespread and so deep 
a feeling of uneasiness.

The most influential fac­ 
tor. no doubt, is the grow ing realiza­ 
tion that the United S tates is com ­ 
m itted to a task of staggering m ag­ 
nitude and is appallingly unready to 
com m and victory or even to m aintain 
its own defense. The collapse of R us­ 
sia ’s m ilitar} strength, although long 
foreshadow ed, h as shaken public otnjc 
fidenre. And there is in progress a 
cam paign of pessim ism which is offi­ 
cial ly tolerated, If not actually In­ 
spired. 
Despite patriotic reticence on the 
ra r t of the new spapers, th e condi­ 
tion of dem oralization which prevails 
in W ashington is daily becom ing bet­ 
ter known throughout 
th e 
country. 
This Is becatiso of the reports carried 
hem e by thousands of visitors to the 
capital, am ong them g reat num bers 
of earnest, loyal citizens who have 
been unable to obtain satisfying in ­ 
form ation through the usual channels 
end have gone to th e center of n a­ 
tional affairs to find out for them ­ 
selves what fs being done. 
Two days of intelligent observation 
in W ashington will m ake the stoutest 
heart sink, and these visitors have 
carried aw ay w ith them Im pressions 
calculated to fill them with p e rtu r­ 
bation. even with dism ay. 
They find the m ajority In congress 
ndrift on troubled w aters, w ithout sure 
gnldance or a clearly charted ooufse. 
They find th e republican m inority 
feeble and futile, th e reflection of Its 
ability and patriotism being the lead­ 
ership of M ann, representing a G er­ 
man constituency in th e house, and 
of Penrose, representing special p riv ­ 
ilege in the senate. 
The congress of 
the U nited S tates, 
in 
the greatest 
crisis of the republic’s history, p re­ 
sents a spectacle of legislative inca­ 
pacity and confusion th a t would be 
disquieting even in a tim e of 
n a ­ 
tional tranquility and security. 
But a g reater shock awartn the in­ 
quiring citizen if he pursues his in­ 
vestigation in th e adm inistrative de­ 
partm ents, especially those charged 
'.4th the colossal work of w ar prep­ 
aration. 
W hile it is tru e th a t in some 
of th e bureaus and subordinate re­ 
gions of officialdom effective w ork is 
being done, it is a notorious and in­ 
contestable fact th a t throughout all 
the departm ents in general th ere is 
a lam entable lack of efficiency. 
It is discouraging enough to note 
that tasks of suprem e im portance are 
delayed and m ishandled because of In­ 
com petence. More om inous still is the 
revelation, which daily becomes m ore 
eleer. that there is no m aster mind 
In the organization, no cohesiveness 
of ideas, no com prehensive program 
or settled policy. 
The course of the 
governm ent now, ju st as during the 
en tire period when the w ar wa* rep­ 
resented as of no concern to Amqrica, 
is controlled by hindsight, not by 
foresight. 
No one who m akes a close study of 
conditions in W ashington can fall to 
derive these im pressions, and they 
are being absorbed slow ly but surely" 
by the people in all p arts of the coun­ 
try. 
The new spapers, faithfully ob­ 
serving injunctions to avoid disclos­ 
ures th a t m ight im pair confidence in 
the adm inistration, w ithhold inform a­ 
tion and criticism ; nevertheless, the 
public m ind is becom ing 
saturated 
with uneasy doubts. 
The m elancholy events in R ussia 
brought a shock of disillusion as well 
as alarm , because of persistent ef­ 
forts by W ashington to m inim ize the 
danger and m isinterpret plain events.' 
P resident W ilson made a strong en­ 
deavor to discredit the pow erful G er­ 
man intrigue in R ussia for a settle-, 
ment w ith "no annexations and no in­ 
dem n ities;’’ but the tru th is th a t the 
adm inistration is ham pered in com ­ 
bating the idea in R ussia, and also the 
pacifist propaganda for it here, be­ 
cause the form ula is so clearly akin 
to Mr. W ilaon’s dem and for "peace 
w ithout victory ’’
